President  Nixon  appointed  David  M.  Kennedy,  Secretary  of  The  Trea- 
sury and  Dorothy  Elston  as  Treasurer.  The  Treasury  Seal  was  re- 
designed and  the  new  signature  combination  of  Elston-Kennedy  was 
irst  exposed  on  the  complete  1969  paper  money  series. 


In  1970,  love  and  marriage  gave  us  a new  series,  our  Treasurer 
Dorothy  Elston  married  Walter  L.  Kabis.  So,  we  got  1969A  Kabis- 
Kennedy  signature  combination,  but  it  looks  like  only  SI. 00  notes 
will  be  made  of  the  1969-A  Kabis-Kennedy  Series.  But,  I think  w= 
can  expect  them  from  all  12  Districts. 


Now,  let  s look  ahead  to  1971.  In  February  1971,  David  M.  Kennedy, 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  will  exit  and  be  replaced  by  John  3. 

Connally.  Now,  I think  we  can  look  forward  to  a new  series  - Kabis- 
Connally  1969-3.

EDITOR'S  NOTE: 

Since  the  above  article  was  sent  in  by  Mrs.  Martin,  it  was  re- 
ported by  the  numismatic  news  media,  Coin  World,  that  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Andrews  Elston  Kabis,  died  of  a heart  attack  on  Saturday,  July  3, 
1971,  in  Sheffield,  Massachusetts.  This  was  less  than  two  months 
af tar  she  marked  the  beginning  of  her  third  year  in  the  Treasury 
position.  She  was  the  33rd  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 

Mrs.  Kabis  was  very  interested  in  the  numismatic  world  and  was 
credited  with  being  one  of  the  most  cooperative  Treasury  officials. 
Numismatic  publications  received  advance  schedules  of  Treasury  af- 
fairs and  events  by  this  busy  Treasurer. 


RAG  PICKERS  AND  CHECKOPHILES  HAVE  COMMON  GROUND 
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Check  collecting  may  add  a new  dimension  to  your  early  paper  money 
collection,  not  in  competition  with  it,  but  augment  it!  The  word 
"check"  is  used  here  to  include  all  bank  related  paper  such  as  gold 
dust  receipts,  certificates  of  deposit,  drafts,  etc. 

Rag  Pickers  who  collect  early  paper  money  and  Checkophiles  have  a lot 
in  common.  Are  we  not  both  interested  in  early  banking  history?  Many 
early  bank  notes  and  checks  were  printed  by  the  same  printers;  they 
also  received  their  paper  stock  from  some  of  the  same  sources.  Early 
bank  notes  and  checks  can  be  found  with  the  same  bank  name  imprinted 
on  them  --  it's  a thrill  to  be  able  to  match  a pair  of  these  and 
matching  vignettes  certainly  adds  to  the  thrill.  Confederate  paper 
money  is  closely  related  to  Confederate  Treasury  checks.  It's  ex- 
citing to  own  paper  money  from  our  first  chartered  banks;  there's 
much  the  same  excitement  when  we  find  a check  drawn  on  one  of  these 
banks. 

Paper  money  from  our  early  western  territories  and  states  is  always 
held  in  high  esteem,  likewise  checks;  some  signatures  are  important 
to  paper  money,  likewise  checks.  Much  of  the  old  obsolete  paper 
money  is  cut-cancelled  and  so  are  early  checks;  proof  notes  and 
proof  checks  are  "kissin*  cousins". 

The  afore  mentioned  are  some  of  the  things  we  have  in  common ...  perhaps 
you  can  add  to  this.  I'm  sure  we'll  all  agree  on  one  interest  in  com- 
mon... research . 

Some  other  interests  of  check  collectors  that  may  coincide  with  the 
interests  of  fellow  Rag  Pickers  are:  interest  in  protectographing 
practices,  the  various  methods  mechanical  or  otherwise,  designed  to 
prevent  a check  from  being  altered;  interest  in  autographs  that  ap- 
pear on  checks,  (every  check  has  one.')  and  interests  in  revenue 
stamps  that  appear  on  checks,  both  applied  and  affixed. 

Check  collectors  have  an  organization,  Check  Collectors  Round  Table. 

It  is  a club  member  of  the  ANA.  CCRT  publishes  a quarterly,  "THE 
CHECK  LIST"  and  conducts  mail  auctions.  Dues  are  S3. 50  per  year.

C0'\\flCat? .at  aQe  17 » fYliss  duller  taught  school  for  a dozen  years, 
and  then  attended  a Boston  Business  School.  After  graduation,  she 
worked  for  a Ludlow  firm  until  her  retirement  in  November  1939,  two 
months  before  Social  Security  took  effect. 

Three  years  ago  she  sold  her  home  where  she  was  born  and  lived  for 
P2  years.  She  now  resides  with  a niece.

First,  my  thanks  to  Wilbur  Mooreman  of  Dayton,  Ohio  and 
Lee  Stanley  of  Chicago,  111,  The  following  will  be  in  answer  to 
your  letters.  I have  spoken  to  quite  a few  numismatists  in  Germany 
and  walked  into  not  a few  coin  and  other  money  shops  there,  I have 
talked  to  clubs  but  unbelievable  as  it  seems  there  seems  to  be  no 
separate  Branch  of  Notgeld  collectors  in  Germany.  The  nearest  I 
ever  came  was  that  occasionally  within  a coin  club  some  activity 
was  going  on.  And  this  in  the  country  where  the  very  concept  of 
Notgeld  was  born. 

What  literature  do  I have?  Sad  to  say,  only  one  rather  small  book. 

Let  me  describe  what  I have.  It  is  called  "Merkbuch  fur  Kriegs- 
Notgeld  Sammler"  (Check-off  Book  for  Notgeld  Collectors).  It  was 
issued  by  V/erlag  (Publisher)  Victor  Engelmann,  who  also  wrote  the 
opening  statement  in  it  on  December  1921,  His  address  was  given 
as  Duppelstrasse  76  in  Kiel,  Germany,  Knowing  that  that  city  was 
the  major  naval  base  during  the  war,  I assumed  it  suffered  severe 
damage.  Neither  publisher  nor  street  may  exist  any  longer.  I will, 
however,  start  tracing  it.  It  has  110  pages  of  names  of  cities 
which  have  issued  paper  money  through  probably  shortly  before  Decem- 
ber 1921,  In  his  prologue  he  also  announces  the  forthcoming  issue 
of  an  updated  book  in  late  1922.  Each  page  shows  a double  column 
for  catalogue  numbers  (what  catalogue  is  a mystery)  then  follows  a 
column  with  the  names  of  cities  in  alphabetical  order.  Number  of 
pieces.  Face  value.  Cost  of  purchase  and  finally  a column  for 
circulated  and  uncirculated.  All  in  all,  this  "booklet"  is  rather 
inadequate;  however,  it  has  one  good  feature.  It  does  tell  which 
cities  up  to  that  moment  had  issued  Notgeld.  It  helped  me  a great 

deal  to  pinpoint  those  cities  where  I was  sure  I did  not  have  anv 
money  of.  7 

A very  interesting  feature  appeared  at  the  very  end  of  the  book.  The 
publisher  offers  for  sale  "Engelmanns  I 1 lustrierter  Notgeldkatalog" . 

It  has  240  pages  and  500  pictures  and  sold  for  65  to  86  marks.  What 
that  is  in  today’s  currency  is  hard  to  say.  You  can  be  sure  that 
today  it  is  probably  worth  a good  deal  of  money. 

Furthermore,  the  Editor  also  published  "Mona t lichen  Mitteilungen" 
(monthly  reports)  Subscription  for  1922  was  22  Marks  and  appeared 
strangely  enough  only  quarterly.  It  had  at  least  a guaranteed  SO 
pages  and  200  pictures  per  issue. 

Finally,  Dr.  Arnold  Keller’s  book  on  German  Notgeld  1916-1921  is  an- 
nounced price:  18  Marks.  I believe  that  this  book  today  is  a collec- 
tor’s item. 

Engelmann  also  made  this  offer:  Each  fifteenth  of  the  month  he  will 
send  to  prospective  buyers  a shipment  of  new  issues  on  approval.  Not

MERCHANTS  NATIONAL  BANK  OF  MUSKEGON , MI CH. 

By  Ralph  Hinkle  PMCM  #4 

Number  3088  is  one  of  my  favorite  National  Bank  Notes.  I received 
the  note  from  the  son  of  the  President  of  the  bank.  The  son  is  now 

86  years  old.  His  name  is  Lewis  Torrent,  a resident  of  Muskegon  and 
my  friend.  * 

The  Merchants  National  Bank  was  organized  here  in  1883.  John  Torrent 
was  the  first  President  and  H.  0.  Lange  was  the  cashier.  The  bank  was 
liquidated  in  1B96.  There  was  $22,500.00  in  national  currency  out- 
standing then.  8y  1910  there  was  only  $730.00  outstanding. 

This  bank  only  issued  brown  back  $5.00  notes,  5-5-5-B  plate  for  a 
total  of  $96,480.00.  I know  of  only  three  notes.  I own  one,  and  a 
friend  has  one  and  the  owner  of  the  third  note  is  unknown.  Muskegon, 
Michigan  was  the  capital  of  the  lumbering  industry  in  the  1870-1890 
so  we  needed  a bank  to  carry  on  the  financial  resources  of  our  county. 
UJe  had  six  different  chartered  banks  in  the  City  of  Muskegon.  A small 

town  but  it  issued  $10,097,000.00  in  National  Bank  notes  from  1870  to 
1935. 

John  Torrent  also  owned  several  saw  mills  in  Muskegon  and  was  one  of 
the  last  large  mill  owners  to  give  up  as  the  timber  supply  was  ex- 
hausted by  1900. 

H.  0.  Lange  was  Mr.  Torrent’s  son-in-law.  He  was  also  the  first  per- 
son to  graduate  from  the  Muskegon  High  School. 

The  Merchants  National  Bank  was  located  at  Second  and  Western  Avenue 
in  downtown  Muskegon.  I am  trying  to  collect  all  the  signature  com- 
binations of  all  the  National  Banks  in  Muskegon.  This  search  will 
take  the  rest  of  my  life.  The  thrill  you  get  when  you  find  one  of 
these  notes  cannot  be  fully  described.

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A SURPRISE  FIND

I have  been  collecting  paper  money  about  three  years  and  my  main 
interest  is  Tennessee  obsolete  bank  notes  and  one  dollar  Federal 
Reserve  Motes. 

Since  I have  a very  modest  income,  naturally  I have  to  limit  my  col- 
lecting to  the  less  expensive  issues  of  the  early  banks  of  Tennessee 
and  have  to  assemble  the  earlier  Dillon  and  Fowler  notes  in  a piece- 
meal manner. 

Though  I am  not  a collector  of  silver  certificates,  in  January  1970, 

I saw  an  ad  in  one  of  the  collector  newspapers  by  a coin  shop  in 
Texas  offering  ten  uncirculated  silver  certificates  (ranging  from 
1928  to  1957)  for  $36.25.  I bought  them  because  the  price  was 
reasonable  and  stored  them  away,  continuing  to  devote  my  time  to  my 
first  interest. 

In  January  of  this  year  I bought  a copy  of  "Standard  Handbook  of 
Modern  Paper  Money",  by  Leon  J.  Goodman,  John  L.  Schwartz  and  Chuck 
O'Donnell.  While  reading  the  section  on  "mules",  I decided  to  check 
the  face  check  numbers  and  back  numbers.  When  I came  to  Series  1935, 
I found  that  the  face  check  number  was  554  and  the  back  check  number 
was  1091  which  meant  it  was  a "mule".  On  checking  the  block  number 
I found  it  was  an  R-A,  one  of  the  key  blocks,  which  has  a catalogue 
value  of  $125.  Because  it  was  a scarce  block,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  it  was  a "mule",  it  had  a catalogue  value  of  3350. 

The  story  doesn't  end  here,  for  the  next  note  checked  was  Series 
1935 A block  M-A,  face  check  number  86,  back  check  number  669,  a 
"mule"  with  a catalogue  value  of  $35. 

I can't  begin  to  describe  the  feeling  that  I had  when  I made  these 
discoveries.  It  was  not  a feeling  of  smugness.  I cannot  explain 
why  the  coin  dealer  did  not  know  the  true  value  of  the  two  notes, 
unless  it  was  because  he  dealt  mostly  in  coins  (the  establishment 
carried  the  name  "Coin  Shop")  and  all  other  merchandise  offered  was 
coins.  I felt  somewhat  like  you  would  feel  to  find  a rare  coin  in 
pocket  change. 

At  the  time  of  this  discovery,  my  interest  in  the  money  collecting 
hobby  was  waning.  I felt  that  the  advantage  was  with  the  big-time 
collector  and  dealer.  This  incident  has  given  me  renewed  interest 
in  the  field  of  paper  money  collecting.  Where  I had  felt  that  I 
was  naive  and  the  dealer  all-knowing,  now  I feel  there  may  be  some 
naivete  on  both  sides,  and  I think  that  is  the  way  it  should  be.

Tojo  block  letter  combinations  have  been  issued  for  the  new  Kansas 
City  Kabis  notes  already.  The  ending  serial  number  for  the  Elston- 
Kennedy  has  been  officially  designated  as  J95  360  000A,  Assuming 
that  only  5 or  10%  of  the  notes  are  caught  before  they  hit  circula- 
tion, the  J-A  block  should  turn  out  to  be  a scarce  note.  In  the 
Kansas  City  area,  only  the  J-B  block  had  been  in  circulation  but 
the  J-A  note  has  now  joined  it.  No  explanation  has  been  given  for 
the  J-B  appearing  first. 

Checking  with  the  biggest  banks  in  Kansas  City,  only  a few  of  the 
J-A  notes  have  been  found.  The  various  notes  were  in  the  97,000,000 
and  99,000,000  range  indicating  that  the  other  early  numbers  may  have 
reached  circulation.  This  is  only  guessing  because  notes  are  issued 
by  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  without  regard  to  serial  numbers,  etc. 

Any  number  of  notes  may  have  been  sent  to  banks  outside  the  Kansas 
City  area  and  an  alert  ragpicker  may  have  salted  a brick  away.  Of 
course,  no  one  knows  whether  this  has  happened  or  not  and  it  may  not 
be  known  for  some  months  to  come  when  the  demand  increases  for  the 
Block  letter  combination.  The  only  way  we  will  know  is  when  the 
demand  outstrips  the  supply. 

It  has  been  a long  dry  spell  for  the  Kansas  City  District  in  coming 
up  with  a scarce  Block,  but  it  seems  like  the  wait  was  worth  it. 

Those  of  you  who  wish  to  obtain  some  excellent  trading  material  for 
the  future  should  put  a few  of  these  notes  away  before  the  price 
becomes  too  high.  Star  notes  for  the  Kabis  Series  have  not  shown 
up  as  yet,  but  are  expected  at  any  moment. 

The  really  scarce  note  will  be  the  Boston  A-A  with  an  ending  number 
of  A-99  200  000A.  What  will  the  future  hold  for  both  blocks?  Only 
time  and  demand  can  show  us.

LIST  OF  BANKS  IN  MAINE,  IN  1848

While  going  through  an  old  junk  shop  in  Maine  about  two  years  ago, 

I came  across  an  old  book.  It  just  happened  to  be  a book  containing 
a list  of  stockholders  in  the  State  of  Maine  in  1848.  I asked  the 
owner  if  he  was  selling  this  book.  He  said  if  you  want  it,  just  take 
it  as  he  was  about  ready  to  burn  it  with  a lot  of  old  papers.  So,  as 
I always  said,  one  man's  junk  may  be  another  man's  treasure.  I still 
have  this  book. 

The  book  contains  a list  of  all  the  banks  in  Maine  in  1848.  I find 
it  interesting  to  note  the  amount  of  money  that  some  of  those  banks 
had  to  work  with.  The  largest  amount  was  in  the  Canal  Bank  in  Port- 
land. The  smallest  was  in  the  Androscoggin  Bank  at  Topsham.  The 
largest  being  $400,000.00  and  the  smallest  $50,000.00. 
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The  only  bank  to  my  knowledge  still  around  to  date  is  the  Granite 
Bank  of  Augusta,  Maine.  I have  a few  broken  bank  notes  from  the 
State  of  Maine  and  only  have  two  of  the  banks  that  are  listed  in 
this  book.  The  book  states  that  the  list  was  supposed  to  publish 
each  year  and  the  amount  of  stocks  held  by  each  person.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  most  of  the  stock  was  held  by  people  from 
Massachusetts. 

Here  is  a list  of  the  banks  in  1848  ...  Androscoggin,  Augusta;  Bank 
of  Cumberland,  Portland;  Belfast  Bank,  Brunswick  Bank,  Canal  Bank, 

Casco  Bank,  all  in  Bangor.  Freeman's  Bank,  Augusta;  Frontier  Bank, 
Eastport;  Limerock  Bank,  Thomaston;  Granite  Bank,  Augusta;  Gardiner 
Bank,  Lincoln  Bank,  Bath;  Manufacturer's  Bank,  Saco;  Manufacturers 
and  Traders  Bank,  Portland;  Mariners  Bank,  Wiscasset;  Merchants  Bank, 
Portland;  Medomack  Bank,  Ulaldoborough ; Northern  Bank,  Hallowell; 
Sagadahock  Bank,  3ath;  Skowhegan  Bank,  Skowhegan;  Ticonic  Bank, 
Waterville;  South  Berwick  Bank,  S.  Berwick;  Thomaston  Bank,  Thomas- 
ton; York  Bank,  York.

A RAGPICKER'S  PICKIN'S 
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By  Chester  F.  Clark,  PMCM  #97 4 

A ragpicker  I am.  At  least  I am  a paper  money  collector  and  exhibitor.  The  kinds 
of  paper  I collect  usually  are  not  available  in  crisp  condition  at  any  price.  Or 
seldom  so.  Thus,  I must  search  through  odd  lots  of  dog-eared,  tissue-thin,  wrin- 
kled, and  usually  '‘foreign"  notes  to  find  the  best  possible  specimens.  No  telling 
what  items  one  will  find  where. 


Not  often  do  I get  a first  or  second  on  my  exhibits  when  competing  with  beautiful 
complete  series  of  United  States  Greenbacks.  But  I'm  sure  no  one  has  more  fun 
than  I do.  And  I do  like  U.  S.  paper  money  though  not  as  well  as  Early  American 
currency,  depression  scrip,  military  and  guerilla  currency,  and  British  Common- 
wealth notes.  For  this  time,  let  me  expound  some  of  the  notes  we  had  during 
World  War  II  in  the  South  Pacific. 

As  soon  as  we  arrived  in  Australia,  we  used  the  half-pound  and  pound  notes  and 
larger  denominations  of  that  country.  These  were  notes  of  King  George  VI.  Our 
first  experience  with  the  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  of  the  sterling  system. 

Very  confusing  to  us.  We  had  conversion  tables  from  our  dollars  to  Aussie  pounds. 
I recall  that  their  pound  equalled  three  dollars  and  twenty-two  and  six-tenths 
cents,  or  our  dollar  equalled  six  shillings  1^  pence  and  they  often  gave  us  six 
and  two. 


The  Aussie  pound  was  the  large  size  green  note,  and  the  ten  shillings  or  half- 
pound  was  orange.  One  could  take  a pound  note  to  town  on  an  evening  pass,  and 
could  not  get  it  spent.  Prices  were  so  low  that  a steak  dinner,  milkshakes, 
movie,  chocolate  bars,  would  all  come  to  less  than  20  shillings.  When  in  New 
Guinea  I wished  to  send  my  girlfriend  a birthday  gift.  With  no  means  of  sending 
money  by  money  order,  check  or  wire,  except  to  U.  S.,  I put  a half-pound  note  I'd 
saved  in  the  mail.  I mailed  the  letter  to  a florist  I'd  seen  on  such-and-such  a 
street,  and  asked  that  10  shillings  worth  of  flowers  be  delivered  to  my  girlfriend's 
address.  They  were.  She  sent  me  a snapshot  of  part  of  the  twenty-six  bouquets  the 
van  delivered  on  the  right  day. 

After  going  from  Papua  (British  New  Guinea)  to  Netherlands  East  Indies  (Dutch  New 
Guinea)  we  had  more  conversion  tables.  From  U.  S.  Dollars  to  Dutch  guilders,  and 
one  from  Aussie  pounds  to  Dutch  guilders.  Most  of  the  paper  guilders  we  drew 
each  payday  were  crisp  uncirculated.  I still  have  four  different  denominations 
from  my  pay  which  I kept  flat  in  a rubberized  food  bag.  Much  of  what  we  had  was 
destroyed  by  jungle  rot,  but  these  notes  are  still  nice  and  have  never  been  folded. 
The  guilders  lavender  is  now  scarce. 

Being  payroll  clerk  for  the  medics,  I handled  their  money  to  be  wired  home,  to  be 
put  in  soldiers'  savings  or  war  bonds.  One  buddy  gave  me  several  notes  one  payday. 

I gave  him  a receipt,  then  he  said  he  had  "these  other  bills".  "They're  no  good, 
are  they"?  He  showed  me  a handful  of  torn  pieces  of  guilders. 


The  story  is  this.  Soon  after  the  last  payday,  one  of  our  soldiers  was  captured 
by  the  Japs  who  had  kept  his  pack  but  had  torn  up  the  guilders  from  it  and  tossed 
them  on  the  ground.  Later  my  buddy  had  recaptured  the  pack  and  picked  up  the 
pieces  of  paper  notes. 


The  pieces  were  all  there.  With  no  such  thing  as  glue  or  scotch  tape  there,  we 
used  paper  clips  and  fastened  the  pieces  to  slips  of  other  paper.  They  went  back 
to  Division  Finance  the  same  as  other  money,  the  buddy's  folks  got  the  money  O.K. 
(in  U.  S.  Dollars),  but  my  buddy  was  later  killed  in  action. 
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On  payday,  a month  later,  I had  collected  a large  amount  of  money  to  be  sent  back 
from  the  many  scattered  medics.  Division  Finance  had  told  us  they  would  be  there 
until  noon  the  next  day.  By  mid-morning,  I had  all  the  savings  gathered,  tabu- 
lated, and  ready  to  disburse.  I walked  over  the  hill  and  found  that  all  of  Divi- 
sion HQ  had  moved  out  after  breakfast.  Being  an  enlisted  man,  I was  not  respon- 
sible for  the  money.  Our  officers  of  the  payroll  (our  doctors)  were.  But  they 
nad  moved  out  with  the  aid  stations.  I'd  been  trusted.  I told  no  one,  but  care- 
ful ly  strapped  the  bundle  with  all  receipts  in  place,  in  my  pack,  and  kept  the 
$3,126  dollars  worth  of  Dutch  guilders  for  three  weeks.  Every  mealtime  when  I 
reached  for  my  mess  kit,  I felt  to  see  if  the  'Mump'*  was  there.  When  Division 
finally  stopped  moving  and  I went  to  turn  in  the  money,  there  was  a rookie  finance 
officer  fresh  from  the  States.  I had  to  tell  him  the  conversion  values.  He  asked 
me  about  the  quarter  guilder  and  tenth  guilder  coins,  and  all  the  notes.  He  took 
my  word  for  their  values,  signed  my  receipts,  and  I was  relieved. 

The  Victory  Notes  of  the  Philippines  with  which  we  were  paid,  the  Japanese  Invasion 
Notes,  handmade  currencies  of  our  guerillas,  and  MPC's  from  the  Korean  War  to  the 
present,  are  all  as  interesting,  but  I'll  leave  these  until  another  time.

A FEW  NOTES  OF  INTEREST  By  Frank  G.  Burke 

These  were  taken  from  an  old  Star  Coin  Book  of  The  Numismatic  Company  of  Fort  Worth, 
Texas.  The  date  I'm  not  sure  of  as  the  book  has  no  date  in  it  anywhere.  It  does 
have  the  Twenty-seventh  Edition  on  it.  I think  it  was  issued  in  the  1 920 ' s as  the 
latest  date  coin  in  it  is  1922.  These  are  a few  of  the  prices  that  they  would  pay 
for  the  notes  of  that  day  gone  by: 

U.S.  Fractional  Currency,  First  Issue,  Perforated  Edges,  .50$;  Facsimile 
of  five  .10$  Stamps-Green  .65$;  Plain  Edges  .50$;  Facsilile  of  .10$ 
stamps-Green  .63$;  50c  Red  and  Carmine  back  .75 CJ  Third  Issue  Green 

backs  . 50^ ; Bust  of  Spinner  .65c;  Red  backs  .50c;  Justice  Seated-heavy 
fibre  paper  $1.25;  Fourth  Issue  .50c;  Bust  of  Lincoln  .70c;  Fifth  Issue 
.50c;  Bust  of  Crawford  .65c* 

Would  you  like  to  get  a few  of  them  for  these  prices  today? 

They  also  offered  to  buy  for  $8.00  to  $12.00,  the  U.S.  Fractional  Currency  Shields, 
but  only  in  perfect  condition.  They  offered  to  buy  Confederate  Currency,  Issue  of 
1 36-4  Bust  of  C.C.  Clay  for  $1.00  per  100  notes  in  good  condition.  They  offered  to 
pay  50c  for  100  of  the  $10.00  Artillery  In  Action  notes. 

Now,  about  the  Old  Bank  Bills,  as  they  called  them.  This  is  what  they  had  to  say 
about  them.  A large  number  of  notes  of  various  denominations  were  issued  by  banks 
and  banking  institutions  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  present  National  Banking 
System.  These  notes  are  not  legal  tender.  They  have  no  monetary  value.  Their 
value  now  is  only  that  of  curiosities.  We  buy  all  varieties  and  pay  according  to 
their  condition  and  scarcity  - from  lc  to  25c  per  note. 

Now,  just  one  more.  They  offered  to  pay  10c  to  25C  tor  an  1877  Small  Cent,  in 
new  cond i t ion. 

Boy.... would  I 1 i ke  to  have  a few  at  these  prices.' 


STARS  IN  MY  EYES 
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As  a rookie  ragpicker,  I was  right  proud  when  I first  found  my  first  1399  $1.00 
Silver  Certificate.  Another  one  instead  of  the  usual  alphabetical  suffix,  there  was 
a character  or  symbol.  Then  I found  an  old  note  with  a star.  I wrote  fellow  rag- 
pickers - Ben  Prather  of  Florida,  John  Morris  of  Alabama,  N.  Goldstein, I I , and  A. 
Kosoff,  and  many  others.  All  agreed  the  symbols,  characters,  and  even  stars,  etc., 
had  no  significance,  and  their  use  either  as  a prefix  or  suffix,  do  NOT  increase  the 
value  or  rarity  of  the  note. 

This  was  confirmed  by  Mr.  James  A.  Conlon,  Director  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing.  He  advises  that  the  first  star  note  (as  we  know  it  today)  to  be  used 
as  a replacement  was  first  issued  July  12,  1910.  These  were  first  used  on  the  $1.00 
silver  certificates.  Up  to  now,  I have  been  unable  to  positively  identify  when  the 
star  was  used  on  other  denominations  or  series.  The  replacement  star  was  first  used 
on  the  $100.00  Gold  Certificates  in  October,  1922.  A request  was  made  May  17,  1 924 , 
to  use  the  star  replacement  on  the  $50  and  $100  FRN's.  It  is  presumed  this  request 
was  granted  but  I have  yet  to  learn  when  the  first  star  replacement  appearing  in 
this  series. 


All  small  notes  star  replacement  were  issued  with  the  exception  of  the  1929  series 
of  National  Bank  Notes.  Treasury  Department  states  there  were  no  star  replacement 
notes  for  this  series.  Star  notes  were  first  used  as  replacement  on  the  $500  and 
$1,000  FRN's  May  12,  1941.  In  case  you  have  searched  for  star  notes  of  the  $5,000 
and  $10,000  FRN's,  you  can  stop  looking.  None  were  ever  issued. 

Notes  bearing  the  solid  stars  and  larger  serial  numbers  were  used  until  1935.  The 
small  "asterisk-like'*  star  was  first  used  on  the  1935  $1.00  SC  series;  $5  and  $10 
SC,  1953;  $2  and  $5  U.S.  Notes,  1953;  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50,  $100  FRN's  1950  series  and 
all  subsequent  issues  of  these  denominations  and  classes  up  to  the  present  time.  The 
size  of  the  serial  numbers  were  slightly  reduced  at  the  same  time. 


It  appears,  on  the  older  small  notes,  stars  were  printed  as  actual  replacement  was 
needed.  It  seems  later,  a great  number  of  star  notes  were  printed  and  quite  often 
a pad  of  100  stars  would  be  included  in  shipment  of  regulars.  Therefore,  a wide 
variation  in  number  of  star  notes,  printed  and  delivered. 


In  the  April  17th  issue  of  COIN  WORLD,  there  appeared  an  advertisement  by  a well 
known  dealer,  describing  certain  old  large  notes  as  "scarce  star  notes".  They  do 
have  a star,  but  this  star  on  the  described  series  is  without  meaning.  It  does  not 
increase  the  value  of  the  notes.  Another  of  our  ragpickers  reported  he  purchased 
a rare  $5.00  U.  S.  Note,  of  the  1869  Pioneer  series  which  is  a star  note.  Here 
again,  the  star  is  not  a replacement  note  and  denotes  no  increase  in  value. 


Whenever  you  are  offered  any  of  the  large  size  paper  currency  star  notes,  suggest 
you  proceed  with  caution  and  keep  a very  prudent  zipper  on  your  purse.

During  the  nineteenth  century,  many  American  railroads  Issued  paper  money;  but 
the  most  interesting  was  that  of  two  South  Carolina  railroads.  The  South  Carolina 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Charlotte,  Columbia  and  Augusta  Railroad  Company,  in  1873 
circulated  fare  t'ckets  - beautifully  engraved  by  the  American  Banknote  Company 
with  colorful  vignettes  and  ornate  reverses. 


These  tickets  were  accepted  by  merchants  and  bankers  in  transactions,  and  their  use 
and  fine  engraving  indicate  that  they  were  intended  to  be  used  as  money.  The  ques- 
tion is:  Were  the  two  issues  accepted  as  equal,  or  was  a ticket  of  one  company 
worth  more  than  a similar  ticket  of  the  other  company?  The  South  Carolina  Railroad 
two  fare  states  that  it  is  "Good  for  the  fare  of  two  passengers  twenty-five  miles", 
while  the  C.  C.  and  A.  two  fare  is  "Good  for  the  fare  of  two  passengers  twenty  mile 
This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  second  assumption  is  correct;  however,  a dif- 
ference  in  rates  on  the  two  roads  could  have  made  their  cash  value  equal. 


Most  writers  attribute  the  use  of  fare  denominat ions  to  a South  Carolina  law  pro- 
hibiting anyone  other  than  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  from  issuing 
currency  notes.  I feel  that  this  only  partially  explains  their  use.  There  was  a 
nationwide  panic  and  depression  beginning  in  1873,  and  lasting  several  years.  As 
a result  of  the  accompanying  shortage  of  money,  these  notes  would  be  easier  to 
redeem  in  fares  than  in  coin  or  national  currency,  and  would  also  help  alleviate 
the  shortage.  If  my  thoughts  are  correct,  these  two  issues  would  be  emergency  money 
similar  to  the  various  issues  of  the  depression  of  the  1930's.
